SECTION A 

EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


1. INTRODUCTION 

Westonaria Local Municipality is a Category B municipality within Gauteng Province, and form part of 
West Rand District Municipality which consists of four local municipalities namely: Mogale City, 
Randfontein, Merafong City and Westonaria Local Municipality, with an Executive Mayor Governance 
System. 

The WLM is not unique from other similar local municipalities in the country since it also faces challenges 
relating to balancing the escalation of urban developmental needs and assets management challenges, 
high rate of poverty, unemployment and crime, non-payment of services culture by community, declining 
mining sector, geo-technological complexities, unavailability of scarce resources, electricity tariff 
escalation, and inadequate resources to deal with increasing demands. 

The challenges that the municipality is facing, which were identified through a process of analysing and 
acknowledging them and were used as the basis to justify our strategies, approaches and sector plans 
with specific interventions. 

Westonaria Local Municipality has lots of opportunities for development. As indicated in this IDP 
document the municipality has vast land available for development through partnerships with land 
owners, agricultural development, transport, Westonaria Urban Renewal, new formula for the equitable 
shares and the 2016 Uni-city Vision. 

WLM has committed itself to ensure provision of sustainable basic service delivery to its communities, 
excel in internal municipal business by positioning itself strategically, integrate sustainable development 
and provide a democratic and accountable government for local communities by broadening local 
democracy. 

1.1 Compilation of the Integrated Development Plan (IDP) 

The Local Government Municipal systems Act defines IDP as “A participatory approach to integrate 
economic, sectoral, spatial, social, institutional, environmental and fiscal strategies in order to support the 
optimal allocation of scarce resources between sectors and geographical areas and across the 
population in a manner that provides sustainable growth, equity and the empowerment of the poor and 
the marginalised. ” 

An IDP is therefore a plan that guides the activities and decisions of a Municipality for the next 5 years in 
terms of Chapter 5 of the Municipal Structures Act, 2000. It is subject to a review process that should be 
done annually to ensure the improvement of service delivery and the effectiveness of the administration 
of a Municipality. 

However, in the case of Westonaria Local Municipality this IDP document is for a period until the end of 
the current political term, ending 201 6 due to the fact that there is an MDB demarcation process currently 
underway that will result in the Westonaria local Municipality and Randfontein Local Municipality merging 
into a single Category B municipality by 201 6. 

1.2 Status of IDP 

According to the Municipal Systems Act of 2000 all municipalities (i.e. Metros, District Municipalities and 
Local Municipalities) have to undertake an integrated development planning process to produce 
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integrated development plans (IDPs). As the IDP is a legislative requirement it has a legal status and it 
supercedes all other plans that guide development at local government level. 

IDP is a plan that applies to the entire Municipality based on the development plans of National and 
Provincial Government. An IDP is the basis for municipalities to: 

• Identify its key development priorities; 

• Formulate a clear vision, mission and values; 

• Formulate appropriate strategies; 

• Develop appropriate organisational structure and systems to realise the vision and the mission 
and; 

• Align resources with the development priorities. 

An IDP is a legislative requirement having a legal status that supersedes all other plans that guide 
development at Local Government level. 

2. Legislative Framework 

Municipalities operate within a legislative framework which consists of various statutes; the 
following legislative framework guided the WLM during the IDP 2013/14 review process: 

• The Constitution of RSA of 1 996. 

• Municipal Systems Act, 2000(MSA 2000) 

• Municipal Structures Act, 1998 (MSA, 1998) 

• Municipal Finance Management Act, 2003 (MFMA 2003) 

• White Paper on Local Government 1998 (White Paper 1998) Batho Pele Principles 

• Intergovernmental Relations Act, 2005 (IGR 2005) 

• Municipal Demarcation Act 1998 (MDA 1998) 

• Disaster Management Act, 2002 (DMA 2002) 

• Local Government Property Act and Rates Act, 2004 (LGPRA 2004) 

• Municipal Planning and Performance Management Regulation, 2001 (MPPMR 2001). 

2.1. Process Plan 

The process plan to review IDP 2013/14 was done in accordance after being adopted by Council on 
August 2012.

2.2 Stakeholders Participation 

Notices of the public meetings are published in the newspapers and English is the language used. 

Notices of the said meetings are translated into Tswana and Zulu languages and are put up at clinics, 
libraries and Council’s notice boards, thereby acknowledging the diversity of the community, gender, 
language and educational levels. 

Messages communicating the purpose of the meeting, date and time are prepared for the various wards. 
The messages are broadcast using the loud-hailing system in the relevant wards inviting the community 
to participate. The Short Message System (SMS) method was applied which seemed to be more cost 
effective. 

Ward Councillors, Ward Committees, Community Development Workers (CDWs) and other stakeholders 
e.g. the youth, disabled, senior citizens etc. were approached to disseminate information to the various 
communities. 


2.3 IDP Assessment 

The annual IDP assessment requires all municipalities to submit the IDP which is approved by Council to 
the MEC for Local Government and Housing in order for the provincial departments to assess how 
credible is the municipal IDPs and to provide a provincial perspective that should be considered in 
preparation of the upcoming IDP financial year.

2.6 MEC Comments 

In terms of Municipal Systems Act, 2000 municipality must submit a copy of the IDP approved by 
Council to MEC for Local Government ad Housing within 10 (10) days of the adoption or amendment of 
the plan. Comments made by the MEC must be considered by the municipality as they provide guidance 
on the preparation of the next IDP review in the following year onwards. MEC Comments are 
addressed under Section B of the document.

• DLGH encourages municipality to 
prioritise Water Demand Management 
and Conservation plan to clearly outline 
in detail the initiatives and strategies in 
places to prevent and contain water 
losses. 

• WLM should undertake a capacity 
assessment to establish the level of 
technical capacity available and whether 
a lack thereof contributes to the inability 
by the municipality to implement water 
conservation and water management 
plans. 

Usage of Paraffin for cooking & heating 
purposes: 

• This source of energy is not 
environmental friendly and it poses major 
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• Use of paraffin for cooking purpose 
dropped from 55.4% to 33.5% for the 
period between 2001 - 2007 and also 
39.3% to 27% for heating purposes 

health and safety risks for communities. 

• It’s imperative that the municipality set 
aside funds to expand electricity 
provision to the affected households and 
encourage sustainable use of energy. 

• In an event that the backlog is in un- 
proclaimed townships, the municipality 
should facilitate formalization of these so 
that access to electricity can be extended 
to them. 

Blue Drop status with regard to quality of 
drinking water: 

• It is important that the municipality reflect 
on the Green Drop status and related 
information so as to provide a 
comprehensive picture of the state of 
water quality. 

Advancing Anti-fraud and corruption: 

• The protection of whistle blowers is 
indicated as a concern in the IDP 

Community Development Workers (CDWs): 

• The municipality makes no specific 
reference to CDWs and how they are 
utilised particularly in enhancing the IDP 
public participation programmes. 

The municipality is commented for its 
commitment in implementing gender and 
youth programmes: 

• The municipality is called upon to 
enhance the implementation of these 
programmes and explore other 

opportunities in the broader priority areas 
as contained in the IDP (i.e. provision of 
basic services, infrastructure 

development and indigent programme) 

The IDP indicates the municipality’s intention 
to develop an Integrated Human Resources 
(HR) Strategy together with a review of 
pertinent policies and procedures: 

• In addressing these challenges, the 
municipality should ensure that areas 
such as recruitment, retention and talent 
management and succession planning 
are taken into consideration. 


2.7 Council and Council Committees 

Approval and adoption of the IDP and Budget are few of the non-delegated functions in the municipality, 
thus only full council has the responsibility of approving the IDP and Budget. The IDP should be approved 
before the end of the financial year by the municipality. IDP Representative Forum has to review and 
recommend that Council approves the IDP prior to Council adoption.

The above Graph reflects that a total number of 4665 of the population of Westonaria does not have 
formal schooling; a total number of 5125 has completed primary school education. The level of people 
having some primary education reflects 11540. 30538 of the population have some secondary 

education; residents having standard 10/Grade 12 qualifications, represent 19808 of the community while 
those with higher tertiary qualification represent 3741 of the community. 

Functional literacy affects the quality of labour being offered. Inadequate training and skills levels are 
barriers preventing a greater proportion of the available labour force to find employment, thus contributing 
to the economy. 

In order to address some of the challenges posed by the above mentioned situation, the municipality is 
implementing a number of initiatives aimed at improving the situation, namely: 

• Portable Skills Programme - 

The Municipality, in collaboration with Goldfields, coordinated capacity building initiatives through the 
Portable Skills Programmes. To this day a total number of 456 community members have benefited from 
these programmes in different courses since June 2012. The various skills imparted include Electrical 
Domestic Installer, Basic Carpentry, Basic Building Technique, Mechanical Maintenance, Welding Cutting 
Techniques, Broiler Production, Garment Marking, and Home Textiles. 

• Mayoral Bursary Scheme ; 

• Library Outreach Programmes. 

The following are some of the Library Outreach Programmes supporting education: 

• Readathon for Grade three learners, 

• Reading and writing skills development programmes for grade four learners, 

• National government week for Grade six learners, 

• Reading and writing competions for Grade seven learners.

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7. Location and accessibility 

Westonaria is in close range of the centre of the Gauteng economic hub as it is only 60 km from 
it, with easy access to both the highway and railway infrastructure. 

Due to its strategic location Westonaria strives to attract more development on the tertiary sector 
economy. The creation of industries, research centres, tourism, hospitality and accommodation, 
communication, production of high value goods, a variety of goods, retail and wholesale storage 
are a general imperative. An incentive scheme to new developers can lure investors to this area 
will be developed so that developers and/or businesses can also be rewarded for their loyalty 
towards Westonaria thus convincing them to stay and invest in the town and area. 

The development of a secondary economy which in general requires heavy industries (although 
labour-intensive) might burden the dolomite structure, however a greater focus on warehousing 
and the strengthening of mineral related crafts and tourism sector should provide important 
opportunities to stimulate the economy to the benefit of the residents of greater Westonaria. 

The municipality should strengthen its partnership with the West Rand Development Agency 
(WRDA) in order to ensure that new economic opportunities in the area are identified and 
exploited, while also improving on the impact of the existing economic activities. 

Closer cooperation with the mining houses has been established at various levels in order to 
increase training opportunities, skills development, and even tourism and aligning their Social 
Labour Plans (SLPs) to the Integrated Development Plan of Council to the benefit the 
communities of greater Westonaria. 
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8. Expanded Public Works Programme (EPWP) and Cooperatives 

The table below highlights the summary of Westonaria Local Municipality EPWP implementation Plan for 2012/2013 financial year. Hundred and 
seventy nine { 179 ) work opportunities have been during the 2012/13 financial year through funding by Westonaria Local Municipality and EPWP 
Incentive Grant Allocation from Department of Public Work. The municipality plans to increase this number in the 2013/14. The exact number of 
EPWP participants for the 2013/14 will be determined after the municipality has determined exact Incentive Grant Allocations.

The above mentioned Total Expenditure amount, excludes R60 949.60 of PPE. Over and above Westonaria Local Municipality has facilitated the 
process of registering Eleven (11) Community Co-operatives and about 76 community members benefited from this process. Submission for the 
registration of cooperative has been made to the Department of Trade and Industry (DTI). 
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9. Environmental Analysis 

The Environmental Health section of Westonaria Local Municipality along with other 
Environmental Health sections from within other West Rand local municipalities except for 
Mogale city now reports directly to the West Rand District Municipality (WRDM) as from the 1 July 
2011. Their function is by law a District function. The function includes amongst others water 
Quality Monitoring, Food Quality Control, Health Surveillance of premises, etc 


In 201 1 Westonaria Local Municipality has adopted the WRDM’s State of the Environment Report 
(SoER). Westonaria also drafted its own State of the Environment Report which was aligned to 
the District State of the Environment Report (SoER) which aims to provide information that will set 
the framework for policies and strategies to deal with environmental problems. State of the 
Environment Reporting is an important step in the essential process of refining the information 
and knowledge base on which decisions about the environment are made. 

Typical pressures exerted on the environment in the WLM include a biotic pressures such as 
climate changes, rainfall gradient, temperature, fire frequency, floods and drought (WRDM, 2005) 
and the following anthropogenic pressures: 

• Agricultural practice (cultivated land, grazing); 

• Mining and industrial development; 

• Informal settlement; 

• Poaching and plant harvesting (for medicinal and food purposes); 

• Uncontrolled veld fires; 

• Wetland destruction (including peat mining); 

• Water pollution due to mining, industry, inadequate sewage management, agriculture and 
waste disposal; 

• Flooding (inadequate storm water management, erosion due to unstable soil structures and 
underlying geology, retention feature failure, urbanisation and the increased need for roads); 

• Alien vegetation invasion; and 

• Inappropriate land-use planning where development has been allowed to take place in close 
proximity to sensitive environment. 


The current state of the environment was investigated in terms of biodiversity, water, air quality, 
land use, socio-economic factors, governance, heritage and geology. The status quo of each of 
these aspects are summarised below. 

Biodiversity 

The biodiversity of the WLM did not change significantly since the compilations of previous SoER. 
The percentage land in the WRLM that is considered irreplaceable has increased from 0% to 7% 
since the first version of the C-Plan. However, irreplaceable land can only decrease and seldom 
increases. Therefore this is an indication that either the definition of irreplaceable land changed or 
the accuracy with which it was measured has increased. 
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Westonaria Local Municipality has also adopted and is currently implementing the WRDM’s 
Green IQ Strategy which aims at reducing the energy intensity of the WRDM economy by at least 
15% by 2025. 

Some of the activities that Westonaria is currently embarking on includes amongst others the 
following: 

• Continuous planting of indigenous and fruit trees, 

• Installation of solar geysers in the Simunye area, 

• The newly established Westonaria Borwa infrastructure is built with houses facing North 
towards the sun as a way of absorbing natural heat solar light and retaining the heat, 

• Continuous Air Quality Monitoring by the mines and reporting to the WRDM 

• Increased support to NGO’s, communities, schools including ECDC’s amongst others 
with food gardens as well as the establishment of mini parks 

• Replacement of neon bulbs with energy saving bulbs 

• Waste Recycling and reusing initiatives are conducted and encouraged 

• Beautification and greening of public hotspots including road islands and intersections. 

• Waste separation at source is encouraged through promotion of Eco bins 

• Education awareness on importance of Environmental Management 

• Office paper recycling initiative is also supported by Westonaria Local Municipality 


Westonaria Municipality does not have an environmental management section or a suitably 
qualified person to enact and monitor the SoER as it had in view during the compilation thereof. 
The environmental health section however, applies the information in the SoER where necessary 
and applicable, in some of its functions. Whenever comments are needed for environmental 
impact assessment applications that are beyond the scope of the officials, the services of a 
qualified consultant in the field are used. 

As indicated above, from 1 July 201 1 the Environmental Health Section reports to the West Rand 
District Municipality (WRDM). 

The SoER is also available on CD and should one require the information, a CD can be made 
available at nominal cost. 

An Environmental Management Framework document for the West Rand District (which includes 
Westonaria) was also compiled with the following key objectives: 

• Identify the key environmental parameters (opportunities and constraints) pertaining to 
the West Rand District 

• Define and spatially represent the status quo of the environment in the West Rand 
District, emphasising sensitive environmental and current development pressures 

• Based on consultation with relevant interested and affected parties, define and spatially 
represent the desired state of the West Rand 

• Identify and develop an outline of the strategies required to reach the desired state 

• Develop implementation and / or action plans for the strategies 

• Develop monitoring and reporting systems to evaluate and report on the success of 
strategy implementation, and 

• Collate and present all of the above in the form of an environment management 
framework. 
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10. Ward Analysis 

The municipality now has 16 wards with 31 Councillors by adding one Ward Councillor for the 
newly established ward 16 with a Proportional Representative Councillor. The new ward covers 
Cooke 3, Nufcor, West Rand Agricultural Holdings and farm portions. 

10.1 Ward Based Planning 


A synopsis is provided reflecting on the location of the Ward, whether a Ward Committee is 
functional, whether a Community Development Worker (CDW) is active in the ward, a summary 
of services offered in the Ward, as well as a short summary of the capital projects undertaken for 
the current financial year. Capital projects are planned in certain wards to address the needs 
expressed; however, the benefit of the project is enjoyed by all the residents of greater 
Westonaria. These projects are listed as such. 

The Ward Committees and CDW’s are structures put in place to assist the Ward Councillor. 

10.2 Community Development Workers (CDWS) 


Community Development Workers are active with the greater Westonaria area. 


The Job Description of CDW 

1. Inform and assist communities with access to service delivery provided by all spheres of 
government. 

2. Determine the needs of communities and communicate these with government. 

3. Promote a network between community workers, public servants and projects to improve 
service delivery. 

4. Compile reports and progress about issues. 

5. Keep up to date about all services rendered by government. 

The Broad Based Approach of CDWs 

• Identify development needs, areas for improved service delivery, and poverty alleviation; 

• Promote Batho Pele Principles, address corruption and poor service delivery; 

• Build partnerships with civil society; 

• Build organisations and participation by an informed citizenry; and 

• Help people with to apply for identity documents, birth certificates, etc. 

Reporting Channel 

• The CDW reports directly to the provincial Department of Local Government. 

• Discussions are underway to ensure that copies of the reports submitted by the CDWs 
should first be submitted to the Speaker’s office keeping him informed of the critical 
issues in the various wards. 

• Through their Regional Supervisors, CDWs of West Rand are located in the West Rand 
District Municipality. 


Mechanisms to assist the CDW’s 
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Intergovernmental Service Delivery Forum (ISDF) will fast-track interventions. 

Achievements 

• Assisted the community to obtain identity documents; 

• Promoted relevant structures to the youth and assisting them to link up to them; 

• Facilitated employment through labour intensive projects e.g. building of sidewalks in 
Bekkersdal; 

• Facilitated the training on Disaster Management offered by WRDM attended by 
approximately 60 volunteers; 

• Established closer links with sector departments to improve service delivery within the 
community and 

• Identified possible sponsors that might be interested in certain projects. 

Municipal areas where wards don’t have CDWs is due to new ward demarcation and also 
resignations, passing away of CDWs and whereby no replacements were done. The municipality 
will approach province to ensure that those wards do have CWDs in the next financial year which 
is 2013/14. 

Meetings with Ward Councillors and Ward Committees are some of the valuable tools to gather 
information and to address the needs of the community. However, contact is not restricted to 
these structures only, letters, telephone calls and discussions with relevant officials of Council are 
also mechanisms to bring about change, get projects listed in an IDP and on the Budget. 
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11. Functional Mandate 

Westonaria Local Municipality performs the following schedule 4B and 5B functions in accordance with Section 
156 of the Constitution of RSA (Act 108 of 1996), read together with Section 83 of the Local Government 
Municipal Structures Act, (Act 117 of 1998).

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13. BACKLOGS ON SERVICE DELIVERY 

13.1 Roads 

There are 40 Km’s of Roads in the Municipalities Area of jurisdiction that need to be constructed 
to a Tarred Surface. These are currently Gravel Roads which are being constructed as funds 
become available. 

13.2 Electricity 

There are 15 754 Household Units that are not electrified due to them being located on 
Private Property, Unproclaim Land or in the Eskom Supply Area. 99% of these are earmarked 
to be re-located to formal houses. 

13.3 Water 

90 Households do not have access to potable water from a piped water system as they are 
located on Private Land. Free Basic Water is being provided via. Municipal Water Tankers. 

13.4 Sanitation 

90 Households, located on Private Land, do not have access to a Municipal Service. These 
households, however, use Long Drop Toilets.

14. FINANCIAL PERFORMANCE OVERVIEW 


The municipality continued to grow and the financial position became stronger than the 
previous year. The net asset base grew by R14 million while non-current assets grew by R50 
million after allowing for impairment. This is a result of the continued investment of the 
municipality in infrastructure projects. 

The financial performance continued to show improvement, with major revenue streams 
contributing handsomely to the bottom line - these major contributors being rates and taxes, 
trading activities and operational grants. 

Equitable share is the major operational grant which has continued to grow. The over-all 
surplus for the year was R17 million. This was, however, down from the R28 million of the 
previous year. The major cost driver was bulk purchases, growing by R13 million from the 
previous year - this yielding a trading surplus of R28 million. Other major cost drivers are staff 
costs, depreciation and debt impairment. The latter two are non-cash items. Staff costs grew 
marginally due to the cost of living increase given in the sector determined by SALGA and the 
trade unions. Long term loans were serviced well with the result that they reduced by R7 
million from the previous year. 

Conditional grants made up the bulk of capital funding for the municipality’s capital projects. 
All the conditions were met resulting in the utilisation of the full MIG grant, which forms the 
bulk of the conditional grants. 

There was a fair share of challenges for the municipality. The cash position went down by 
R20 million from the previous year. This forced the municipality to use its overdraft which was 
settled at year end to comply with section 35 of the MFMA. The debtor’s position contributed 
to the cash flow challenges. The debtor’s book grew by R20 million from the previous year. All 
classes of consumer charges included in consumer accounts grew due to non- payment by 
debtors. A huge provision had to be made to present a fairer view in the financial statements. 
The major part of the debtor’s book is made up of accounts in arrears for more than 1 20 days. 
This means that recovery is more difficult. 

Further challenges related to a breakdown in the control environment around assets. These 
challenges led to a qualified audit opinion for the year under review. The Auditor-General 
raised issues on valuation, completeness and accuracy of the assets in the asset register. He 
also raised issues on the interfacing of different systems. Another major breakdown was on 
the management of cash. This issue formed part of the qualification of the books of the 
municipality.

14.1 EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 

14.1.1 SUMMARY STATEMENT OF FINACIAL PERFORMANCE 


An assessment of the performance of the municipality as required in terms of section 72 was 
performed before 25 th January 2013 and reported to the Mayor and Council. The mid-year 
assessment necessitates an adjustment budget as per the requirements of section 28 of the 
MFMA. 

The total budgeted operating revenue for 2012/13 is R41 6.430 million. The pro-rata budget 
for the 6 months of the current financial year, ending 31 December 2012 amounts to 
R208.215 million. The actual levied and direct revenue recorded for this period was R205.227 
million. It represents 49, 28% of the total annual budgeted revenue and 98, 56% of the pro- 
rata budget for the 6 months ending 31 December 201 2. 

The original budget exclude capital grant transfers recognized as revenue, which amounts to 
R63.756 million. The proposed adjustment budget includes this capital grant transfers. The 
projected total revenue for 2012/13 equals the total revenue as per the adjustment budget. 

The total budgeted operating expenditure for 2012/13 is R41 4.958 million, resulting a net 
surplus of R1.472 million. The pro-rata operating expenditure budget for the 6 months of the 
current financial year, ending 31 December 2012 amounts to R207.473 million. The actual 
operating expenditure recorded for this period was R192.3 million. It represents 46, 34% of 
the total annual budgeted expenditure and 92, 69% of the pro-rata budget for the 6 months 
ending 31 December 2012. 

A net surplus of R1 2.929 million was recorded for the 6 months ending 31 December 201 2 

The annual budget for depreciation/impairment of assets amounts to R7.2 million. This budget 
provision was based on the historical cost model. The total depreciation based on the 
revaluation model amounts to R65.031 million. The budget needs to be adjusted to include 
the addition expenditure in order to comply with GRAP 17 in terms of the revaluation model.

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1 .7 WESTONARIAL SPATIAL DEVELOPMENT FRAMEWORK 

The proposed spatial development framework for Westonaria Local Municipality is graphically 
framework is based on the results of the situation analysis, the vision for development in the 
area and the conceptual framework outlined above, as well as aligning the SDF with the 
SDF’s of adjoining local authorities. This explains the amendments to the SDF in order to 
align the proposed land use activities with the activities proposed in the SDF’s of the adjoining 
local municipalities. The components of this spatial development framework are highlighted 
below. 


Existing Land Use Structures 

The regional land use pattern within Westonaria Local Municipality is indicated on the 

enclosed Map. This information clearly indicates a dispersion of residential development in 

the area. 

These developments include the following: 

• Westonaria Township; 

• Bekkersdal Township; 

• Hillshaven Township; 

• Glenharvie Township; 

• Venterspost Township; 

• Simunye Township and 

• Mining towns such as Libanon and Waterpan. 

The main characteristics of the existing land use patterns are: 

• Important concentration of offices, retail, urban facilities and medium density 
residential developments occur in the Westonaria Township. 

• Various mining and related residential developments are scattered across the 
municipal area. 

• Two large agricultural holding areas are located in the north eastern (West Rand 
A.H.) and central parts (Waterpan A.H.) of the Westonaria Local Municipality. These 
areas have certain levels of services and offer limited opportunity for development. 

• The most prominent east-west linkage is provided in Westonaria Local Council area 
by the N1 2. Currently no major developments occur along this route (except for a few 
public garages and businesses). This is about to change as applications have been 
lodged for township establishment purposes in order to develop an 
industrial/commercial development bordering the municipal area of the City of 
Johannesburg on the east and the Randfontein municipal area to the north. This 
route is the main entrance point to Johannesburg from the North West Province and 
the West Rand and as such forms part of the N12 Treasure Route. 

• The prominent north-south linkage is the R28 giving access to Krugersdorp / 
Randfontein to the north and to the Emfuleni region to the South. 

Activity Nodes 

The only node of significant regional importance is the Central Business District (CBD) of 
Westonaria. Retail development, offices, taxi ranks, government buildings and municipal 
offices are located here. 
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Residential Densities 

Westonaria Local Municipality generally has fairly low residential densities when analysed at 
a suburb level, except in and around the CBD. The reason is due to the dolomitic conditions 
prevailing in the area and as result thereof the density of existing and proposed 
densifications are lower than what the market demands. The permissible density for 
developments in Westonaria is 25 dwelling units per hectare, except in areas where a 
geotechnical investigation was carried out and in terms of the geotechnical report the 
Council for Geo-science approved a density higher than 25 dwelling units per hectare. 
Significant components of medium to high residential developments occur within the mining 
residential areas. 

Transport 

The public transport routes within the Westonaria Local Municipality are mainly concentrated 
along the N12 and the R28. The railway line also provides transport opportunities to the 
Greater Johannesburg area and beyond. An Integrated Transport Plan (ITP) is in place for 
the West Rand to be localised for each municipality. 

Fast moving parallel access ways / Mobility Spines 

One of the critical aspects within a balanced overall spatial framework is to create a balance 
between the provision of mobility and local access which is being required. Roads with high 
positions in the road hierarchy, for example freeways, do not provide a high level of local 
access. Within an overall development framework, various types of roads should function as 
an integrated system to provide the necessary levels of mobility as well as local accessibility. 

Within the Westonaria Local Municipality context, there is one important route which 
functions as a mobility spine / fast moving access way. This route is the N12 route linking 
the study area in an east west direction. The primary purpose of the fast moving access way 
is to provide mobility for high volumes of traffic with limited direct access onto these routes. 
Typical land uses located along these routes are land uses which benefit from high levels of 
accessibility and visibility. 

It is due to the reasons mentioned above that an application was lodged for an 
industrial/commercial township north of the N12, and which township is an extension of 
similar developments to the east thereof in the City of Johannesburg’s municipal area. 
These kind of developments require easy access onto fast moving access ways and is part 
of the reason why the developments in the City of Johannesburg area have been successful 
and why the natural extension of the industrial and commercial developments are now 
earmarked to take place along the N12 Freeway. 

Proposed Activity Corridors 

The concept of an activity corridor is important in applying the principles of development 
corridors. Local access needs to be provided to development areas along the activity spine. 
Activity corridors are closely linked to the fast moving access way (mobility spines) and 
provide areas in which densification and development should be focused. These activity 
spines are characterized by conflicting traffic movements, and signalised intersections. 

The activity corridors contain various modes of transportation and will give direct access to a 
range of high intensity land uses, including retail, cultural, residential, employment and 
recreational facilities. The proposed activity corridor within the study area is as follows (see 
Map at the end of the document). 
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1. The R28 linking Westonaria with Randfontein and Krugersdorp in the north and 
Emfuleni in the South. 

2. The R559 road from this intersection with the N12 to the intersection with the R28. 

A number of Public Passenger Transport Corridors for the West Rand have been identified 
and are reflected in the Integrated Transport Plan for the West Rand. The most prominent 
corridors for Westonaria are: 

• Corridor C Westonaria (R28) - Randfontein - Mogale City 

• Corridor B Between Mohlakeng and Protea Glen / Lenasia at 

Mohlakeng 

• Corridor D Krugersdorp (CBD) to Westgate via Robert Broom Street at 

Krugersdorp, Pretoria Street. 

Corridor C serves as a strong north -south public transport corridor linking the core of the 
West Rand District Municipal area. The Corridor is integrated with other corridors. 

The Corridor is to support the major nodes of Westonaria, Randfontein and Krugersdorp, as 
well as secondary nodes of Simunye, Bekkersdal, Mohlakeng and Toekomsrus. 

With regard to Corridor C, the travel demand along the corridor was determined from current 
public demand as well as latent demand, attractive enough to motivate people to become 
users. 

Conservation Area / Open Space 

The proposed conservation area is mostly located in the southern parts where most of the 
area is hilly and no intensive farming is taking place. Various sites of architectural and 
cultural importance are found in the south western area of the conservation area. 

Conceptual framework 

One of the underlying principles of the concept of development corridor is to preserve the 
areas located between the lattice framework (formed by nodes, activity corridors and activity 
streets) for residential and other community uses not targeted for inclusion in the activity 
spines and streets. These areas fall within the lattice framework, have been divided into four 
types of areas, i.e. Zones of Stability, Zones of Potential, Zones of Opportunity and Zones of 
Intervention. 

The zones of stability are mostly stable residential areas with a wide range of facilities 
being provided and well developed social and other infrastructure. These areas include the 
existing urban areas of Westonaria, Hillshaven, Glenharvie and Venterspost. 

The zones of potential are areas where development has already been initiated. However, 
vacant land is still available within these areas which can play an important role as far as 
infill and densification within the urban fabric is concerned. This includes the Simunye area. 

The zones of opportunity are areas consisting of large tracts of vacant land, mostly with 
single ownership and which are potentially available for strategically important development 
in the study area. This land is mostly located in the south eastern areas of Westonaria and 
is potentially developable from a geotechnical point of view. 

The zone of intervention are existing high density residential areas with inadequate or 
declining levels of infrastructure and other services and which experience aspects of urban 
degradation. This includes the Bekkersdal area. 
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Existing activity node 

The only existing activity node of regional importance is the central business district area 
and the industrial area of Westonaria town. This is the only area with a significant 
concentration of business, retail and other associated activities. 

Potential future activity nodes 

Only one potential future activity node has been identified within the proposed spatial 
development framework. This is: 

The intersection of the R28 and the N12 route (N12 Treasure Route). 

The land in the West Rand Agricultural Holdings (WRAH) and adjoining the N12 freeway and 
adjoining properties, as well as the land east of the WRAH and west of the City of 
Johannesburg municipal area . This area has been earmarked for mixed land uses subject to 
the provision of engineering services for specific uses, especially developments which have 
a residential component. These developments are furthermore, dependent on the soil 
conditions and the approval from the Council for Geoscience is essential before any 
development component commences, and even more so, for developments that have a 
residential component. 

The strategic location of this intersection along the N12 makes this a potentially viable future 
activity node where concentration of business, light industry, commercial and other types of 
related uses can be established. This node is seen to have development potential in the 
medium term and should form part of the planning for the establishment of Westonaria 
Borwa, which is part of the relocation of the informal settlement of Bekkersdal to the area 
south of the existing township of Westonaria. 


Future Developments 


The vision of the global city region and the UniCity is one of the reasons why Westonaria Local 
Municipality supports the future growth in the municipal area of Westonaria to take place in the far- 
east corner of Westonaria Local Municipality. The development of this area would ensure that the 
developments (both industrial and residential) in the Soweto, Protea Glen area would not only form 
part, together with development in eastern area of Westonaria of the vision of the UniCity 2016, but 
also be regarded as a natural extension of market demand for commercial/industrial development 
close to current and future work forces. In this respect the development of Westonaria Local 
Municipality to the east would link in with the market demand in the area for residential and industrial 
land. The proposed townships are: 

Westonaria Borwa 

In August 2010, Council approved a residential development of about 6300 units, bordering 
Westonaria to the south. The purpose of the township is to assist in the relocation of residents on the 
Housing Waiting List, as well as residents from the Bekkersdal Informal Settlements. The 
development will be done by the private land owner/developer in conjunction with the Gauteng 
Department of Local Government and Housing. This development would contribute to the alleviation 
of the housing backlog in Westonaria. 

The township was originally called “Westonaria South” but in December 2010 Council approved a 
new township name “Westonaria Borwa”, the phasing of the township into seven phases as well as 
street names for the first phase. 
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The first phase to consist of 1549 residential erven; 4 business erven; 6 institutional erven for clinics, 
churches and old age facilities; 1 primary school erf and 4 erven for creches and various erven for 
public parks. The first phase consisting of bulk infrastructure services is planned to start in February 
201 1 . A map of the area is attached as an annexure at the back of the document. 

The main streets will be: 

• Nelson Mandela Drive 

• Albert Luthuli Avenue 

• Chris Hani Street 

• Govan Mbeki Drive 

• Oliver Tambo Avenue 

The other streets will be named after indigenous/fruit trees, animal/bird names and sports codes. 

Syferfontein 

A potential development of the farm Syferfontein is also being investigated by the Gauteng 
Department of Housing (GDOH) and a preliminary geotechnical investigation was carried out. This 
investigation confirmed that approximately 28 900 dwelling units could be developed in this area. 
Further investigations in terms of transfer of land and bulk engineering services are being carried out. 
The establishment of such a township is in principle supported by the Westonaria Local Municipality 
and the amendment to the urban edge includes this proposal. This proposed township would be able 
to satisfy the current demands (back log) of Westonaria (18 000) and also provide housing for 
beneficiaries from other municipalities. 

Protea West Industrial Park 

A mixed use township consisting of industrial commercial, motor related uses, shops and sports 
facilities has been lodged with Westonaria Local Municipality. The township is an extension of similar 
townships on the western side of the common boundary between Johannesburg Metropolitan 
Municipality and Westonaria Local Municipality. The township will consist of approximately 400ha 
and will provide much needed job opportunities to current and future residents of the area. 

A further reason for the establishment of townships in this area is that, a sewer pipe line that will 
provide services to the newly established residential townships in Protea Glen and Doornkop will 
traverse the West Rand Agricultural Holdings (WRAH). The design thereof is done as such that the 
planned volumes of this network will allow future townships to be established in WRAH to link into this 
network. A cross-boundary agreement will have to be signed between Westonaria Local Municipality 
and the City of Johannesburg for the provisioning of cross-boundary service delivery to the townships 
in this area. 

In line with the abovementioned criteria, the WRAH is also earmarked for a future high density 
residential development on the small holdings. The current planning is that the existing roads will be 
retained and the layout of the residential development would fit in within this road layout. 

The one issue that is hampering the development is the acquisition of land as it belongs to the City of 
Johannesburg and efforts to obtain an agreement to proceed with the township establishment has not 
yielded the expected results. 

Rural Residential / Agricultural 

The Agricultural holdings of Ten Acres, Waterpan and West Rand Gardens should be retained for 
rural residential purposes. Small scale intensive farming activities could also be allowed here 
depending on the availability of ground water resources for this purpose. Activities other than rural 
residential and agricultural related should not be allowed to take place within these areas. 

The area of the West Rand Agricultural Holdings could be developed for non-residential and non- 
agricultural uses such as guest houses, wedding venues and restricted business/commercial 
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activities. All of these developments would depend on whether it could be serviced by way of a septic 
tank or conservancy. No development would be supported that would require to be linked to an outfall 
sewerage system. 

Potential future urban areas 

Several areas are currently being investigated for the possible establishment of residential townships 
and as soon as more clarity has been received on these areas, a decision would be made to include 
these areas in the urban edge. 

Agriculture / Mining 

The majority of the remainder of the northern portions of the study area should be retained for 
agricultural and mining activities. Most of this land is characterised by dolomitic conditions and is 
unsuitable for development from a geotechnical point of view. Large tracks of this land are owned by 
mining companies and are being used for mining operations. This area should be utilised for mining 
purposes as required while the remainder of the area could be utilised to accommodate agricultural 
and related uses. The possibility of establishing small scale intensive farming activities in support of 
the urban structure should be promoted. 

Conservation / Mining 

The southern portions of the study area are earmarked for conservation and mining activities. No 
further future urban development should be encouraged to take place in this area as it will be contrary 
to the concept of a compact urban structure. The mining activities which are currently taking place, as 
well as potential future activities should be accommodated in this zone. This area is also located in 
the zones with the highest conservation potential as indicated on the Map. The areas which are not 
utilised for mining activities should thus be reserved for conservation purposes. 

Housing 

Housing, RDP and affordable, within the Westonaria Local Municipal area is at present being dealt 
with by the Gauteng Department of Local Government and Housing. 

Area Based Planning 

There is an urgent need to change the approach in order to deliver far reaching but orderly, land and 
agrarian reforms during the next ten years, and in this regard the department of Land Affairs together 
with municipalities, are proposing Area Based Planning (ABP) as a fundamental tool for the 
integration and alignment of land reforms with the strategic priorities of provinces, municipalities and 
other sectors. 

The Area Based Plans will serve as a catalyst for land related developments at a municipal level and 
should be aligned with plans for Local Economic Development, Sustainable Human Settlements, 
Agricultural and Basic Services. 

This will enable the Department of Land Affairs and Westonaria Local Municipality to formulate 
strategies that will enable greater access to and participation in land and agrarian reform initiatives. 
The ABP is designed to speed up the Land and Agrarian reform programme, whilst at the same time 
provide for enhanced economic development. It is thus an important tool in the delivery of key 
national policy objectives such as, the Accelerated and Shared Growth Initiative of South Africa 
(ASGISA). 

The Department of Land Affairs (DLA) is in the process of appointing consultants to assist the DLA 
and Westonaria Local Municipality to formulate a land sector plan that will be the key vehicle for 
enhanced integrated planning and a platform for better intergovernmental relations and public 
participation.

FINANCIAL PLAN: MEDIUM TERM BUDGET POLICY STATEMENT FOR 2012/2013 

INTRODUCTION 


The Budget Policy Statement was informed by the 5 Year Strategic Plan of Council adopted in 
September 2011, the Municipal Turn-Around Strategy, an IDP reflecting on the needs identified by the 
community and the social and economic situation within Gauteng in general and Westonaria in 
particular. 

Municipal budgets must reflect policy priorities determined by the elected representatives. 

It is essential that Council by means of an Integrated Development Planning process identify the 
strategic focus areas and the strategic municipal priority issues. 

For the Budget 2013/14 financial year, Council approved the following municipal strategic priority 
issues to be addressed in the budget: 

• To promote integrated sustainable development 

• To ensure the provision of basic services to communities 

• To promote local economic and social development 

• To provide a safe and healthy environment 

• To provide a democratic and accountable government for local communities 

• To ensure internal municipal business excellence 

Operational and capital projects should address the following: 

• Measurable objectives 

• Functions/activities 

• Outputs and targets 

• Projected income and expenditure 


EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 

The application of sound financial management principles for the compilation of the Municipality’s 
financial plan is essential and critical to ensure that the Municipality remains financially viable and that 
municipal services are provided sustainably, economically and equitably to all communities. 

The Municipality’s business and service delivery priorities were reviewed as part of this year’s 
planning and budget process. A critical review of expenditure was undertaken, basing the 2013/2014 
budget on actual expenditure to date, as well as items that were properly planned for and supported 
by department needs. This has resulted in savings to the municipality of approximately R 20 million 
on the current financial year’s adjusted budget. Key areas where savings were the “general 
expenditure”, including printing, telephone costs, etc. 

The Municipality has embarked on implementing a range of revenue collection strategies to optimize 
the collection of debt owed by consumers. Furthermore, the Municipality has undertaken various 
customer care initiatives to ensure the municipality truly involves all citizens in the process of ensuring 
a people lead government. 

National Treasury’s MFMA Circular No. 66 was used to guide the compilation of the 2013/14 MTREF. 
The main challenges experienced during the compilation of the 2013/14 MTREF can be summarised 
as follows: 

• Aging and poorly maintained water, roads and Electricity Service infrastructure; 

• The increased cost of bulk water and Electricity Service (due to tariff increases from Rand 
Water and Eskom), which is placing upward pressure on service tariffs to residents. Continuous 
high Tariff increases are not sustainable - as there will be point where services will no-longer be 
affordable;

• Cash-flow position of the municipality at present. 

The following budget principles and guidelines directly informed the compilation of the 2013/14 

MTREF: 

• The 2012/13 Adjustments Budget priorities and targets, as well as the base line allocations 
contained in that Adjustments Budget were adopted as the upper limits for the new baselines 
for the 201 3/1 4annual budget; 

• Intermediate service level standards were used to inform the measurable objectives, targets 
and backlog eradication goals; 

• Tariff and property rate increases should be affordable and should generally not exceed 
inflation as measured by the CPI, except where there are price increases in the inputs of 
services that are beyond the control of the municipality, for instance the cost of bulk water and 
Electricity Service. In addition, tariffs need to remain or move towards being cost reflective, and 
should take into account the need to address infrastructure backlogs; 

• There will be no budget allocated to national and provincial funded projects unless the 
necessary grants to the municipality are reflected in the national and provincial budget and 
have been gazetted as required by the annual Division of Revenue Act;

Total operating revenue has grown by 10,5 per cent or R 43 million for the 2013/14 financial year 
when compared to the 2012/13 Adjustments Budget. The main reason for the growth is due to 
increased tariffs. 

Outer year budgets have been increased by an average of 6% per annum. 

Total operating expenditure for the 2013/14 financial year has been appropriated at R 438,9 million 
and translates into a budgeted surplus of R 20,4 million. When compared to the 2012/13 
Adjustments Budget, operational expenditure has grown by 6 per cent in the 2013/14 budget and by 
6.9 and 6.3 per cent for each of the respective outer years of the MTREF. 

The capital budget of R73, 5 million for 2013/14 is 6% less when compared to the 2012/13 
Adjustment Budget. The need for reduction of capital projects was based on the cash-flow position of 
the municipality and will be increased as the disparity between budget and cash-flow stabilizes. 

Currently the bulk of capital projects are funded by MIG funds and the rest will be funded by savings 
made in the operational budget.

In line with the formats prescribed by the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations, capital 
transfers and contributions are excluded from the operating statement, as inclusion of these revenue 
sources would distort the calculation of the operating surplus/deficit. 

Revenue generated from rates and services charges forms a significant percentage of the revenue 
basket for the Municipality. Rates and service charge revenues comprise more than two thirds of the 
total revenue mix. In the 2012/13 financial year, revenue from rates and services charges totalled 
R268, 9 million or 59 per cent. This increases to R302, 6 million, R320, 8 million and R340, 1 million 
in the respective financial years of the MTREF. 

The bulk of income is generated by water and electricity, rates and taxes, and equitable share.

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1 .9 PUBLIC PARTICIPATION AND EMPOWERMENT 

WLM comprises of 16 Wards and 144 ward committees have been established and are chaired by 
Ward Councillors and overseen be the Office of the Speaker. Ward Committees participate in the IDP 
Processes annually by mobilising the community and assisting in ward profile information. 

1.10 WARD COMMITTEES 

Ward Committees are advisory bodies that must work through their Ward Councillor and serve as an 
official specialised participatory structure in the municipality. The following are functions performed by 
Ward committees in their ward: 

• To create formal unbiased communication channels as well as co-operative partnerships 
between the community and the council. 

• Advise and make recommendations to the ward councillor on matters and policy affecting the 
ward; 

• Assist the ward councillor in identifying conditions, challenges and the needs of residents; 

• Spread information in the ward concerning municipal affairs such as the budget, integrated 
development planning, service delivery options and municipal properties; 

• Receive queries and complaints from residents concerning municipal service delivery, 
communicate it to council and provide feedback to the community on council's response; 

• Ensure constructive and harmonious interaction between the municipality and community 
through the use and coordination of ward residents meetings and other community 
development forums; and 

• Interact with other forums and organizations on matters affecting the ward. 

• Serve as a mobilising agent for community action. 

Ward Public Meetings are held on a quarterly basis and monitored by the office of the Speaker. The 
WLM has a Draft Community Participation Strategy but it is not yet approved. 


I . 1 1 MUNICIPAL PUBLIC ACCOUNTS COMMITTEE (MPAC) 

In terms of Section 79 of the Municipal Structures Act, Act No 117 of 1998, the Municipal Public 
Accounts Committee (MPAC) is to be established to improve governance and management of public 
funds within Westonaria Local Municipality. 

II. 1 Purpose of MPAC 

The main purpose of the MPAC is to exercise oversight over the executive functionaries of council 
and to ensure good governance in the municipality. This will include oversight over municipal entities. 
In order for the MPAC to fulfill this oversight role, it needs to be provided with the necessary 
information and documentation to interrogate the actions of the executive. 

1 1 .2 Delegation of functions to the MPAC 

Functions must be formally delegated to the MPAC in accordance with the provisions of section 59 of 
the Local Government: Municipal Systems Act, 2000. The delegations must be included as part of the 
System of Delegations of the Municipality. It should be noted that with regard to the delegations to the 
MPAC, the municipality should not allow for a review of the decisions of the MPAC by the Exco or 
Executive Mayor in accordance with section 59(3)(b) of the Systems Act, as the purpose of the MPAC 
is to do oversight of the executive. The delegations to the MPAC should specifically exclude the said 
powers to the executive of the municipality. 

The requirement to report on the delegated authorities by the MPAC can be included as part of the 
quarterly report submitted to the council by the MPAC. 

11.3 The following responsibilities should be considered for delegation to the MPAC in terms of the 
provisions of section 59 of the Systems Act: 
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11.3.1 The authority to interrogate the following documents and to make recommendations to the 
municipal council in accordance with the terms of reference of the committee: 

1.1 Unforeseen and unavoidable expenditure; 

1.2 Unauthorized, irregular or fruitless and wasteful expenditure; 

1.3 SDBIP; 

1 .4 Monthly budget statements; 

1 .5 Mid-year budget and performance assessment; 

1.6 Mid-year budget and performance assessment of municipal entities; 

1.7 Disclosures concerning Councillors, directors and officials; 

1.8 Annual financial statements; 

1 .9 Annual report; 

1.10 Issues raised by the A-G in the audit reports; 

1 .1 1 The appointment of the audit committee; 

1.12 Disciplinary steps instituted in terms of the MFMA; 

1.13 The review of the IDP post elections; 

1 .14 The annual review of the IDP; 

1.15 Performance management plan; 

1.16 The draft annual budget with reference to the approved IDP; and 

1.17 Declaration of interest forms submitted by Councillors. 

1 1 .3.2 The authority to consider all presentations made by the community on the annual report and 
the authority to have interviews with members of the community to obtain input on the annual 
report, as well as the authority to prepare the draft oversight report over the annual report. 

1 1 .3.3 The authority to instruct any member of the executive or the municipal manager to attend the 
meeting of the MPAC to address matters specified by the MPAC and to provide the MPAC 
copies of documents to be dealt with by the committee in terms of its terms of reference. 

1 1 .3.4 The authority to instruct any member of the board or the CEO of a municipal entity to attend 
the meeting of the MPAC to address matters specified by the MPAC and to provide the 
MPAC with copies of documents to be dealt with by the committee in terms of its terms of 
reference. 

11.3.5 The authority to obtain legal, technical and other specialized assistance required to 
exercise its functions and duties within the budget approved for the committee and subject 
to the supply chain management policy where applicable.

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1.12 AUDIT COMMITTEE 


According to Section 166(1) of the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA), Act 56 of 2003 
states that each municipality must have an Audit Committee. 

An Audit Committee is an independent advisory body which must advise the municipal council, 
political office bearers, the accounting officer and the management staff of the municipality, on 
matters relating to: 

> internal control and internal audits 

> risk management 

> accounting policies 

> the adequacy, reliability and accuracy of financial reporting and information 

> performance management 

> effective governance 

> compliance with MFMA, the Annual Division of Revenue Act and any other applicable 
legislation 

> performance evaluation 

> any other issue referred to it by the municipality 

The Audit Committee must also review the annual financial statements to provide an overview of the 
financial position of council and respond to council on any issues by the Auditor General in the audit 
report. It should carry out investigations into the financial affairs of the municipality. The Audit 
Committee is also obliged to perform such other functions as may be prescribed. 

In performing its functions, an Audit Committee must have access to the financial records and any 
other relevant information of the municipality and must liaise with the internal audit of the municipality 
including the Auditor-Generals representative. 

An Audit Committee must consist of at least three members with appropriate experience of whom the 
majority may not be in the employ of the municipality and meet four times a year or more. 

The members of the Audit Committee must be appointed by council. Audit Committee meetings are 
chaired by an independent member. 

Westonaria Local Municipality’s Audit Committee comprises of three independent members. Officials 
of the municipality and representatives from the Akanani, Auditor General, Provincial Treasury and 
Department of Local Government and Housing also attend the Audit Committee meetings.
